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Summary 

The  first  (October)  estimate  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  for  the 
1963-64  world  cocoa  bean  crop  is  l,l4l,700  metric  tons,  slightly  below  the 
1962-63  harvest  of  1,159>700  tons.    Unfavorable  weather  in  the  major  West 
African  producing  areas  and  in  Brazil  has  reduced  prospects  of  a  larger 
outturn  anticipated  earlier  in  the  year. 

The  African  crop  i6  forecast  nearly  5  percent  below  the  previous  year  as 
unusually  heavy  rains  throughout  the  cocoa  belt  have  reduced  the  effects  of 
capsid  spraying  and  have  set  the  stage  for  black  pod- rot  development.  A 
slight  increase  is  indicated  for  South  American  production,  but  continued  dry 
weather  in  Brazil  is  reducing  the  possibility  of  a  larger  outturn  this  season. 

World  consumption  is  again  exceeding  production  for  the  second  consecutive 
year.    Prices  have  risen  from  the  1962  annual  average  of  20.8  cents  per  pound 
(New  York  Spot  Accra)  to  around  26  to  28  cents  as  of  mid-November.    World  ex- 
ports of  cocoa  beans  during  1962  amounted  to  a  record  1,035>°°1  tons,  African 
producing  countries  supplying  83  percent  of  the  total.

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^^North  America:    North  American  production  will  be  down  from  the  previous 

season  "because  of  heavy  rains  and  hurricane  damage  to  several 
producing  countries  in  the  Caribbean. 

The  Costa  Rican  crop  will  approximate  the  1 962-63  outturn  of  11,500  tons. 
Exports  during  1962  amounted  to  11,9^7  tons,  up  slightly  from  1961.  The 
United  States  was  the  largest  recipient  with  6,729  tons,  however,  substan- 
tially increased  purchases  were  made  by  both  Colombia  and  Japan. 

Recent  hurricane  damage  to  Cuba  and  Haiti  will  be  reflected  in  smaller  harvests 
this  season. 

Production  in  the  Dominican  Republic  is  expected  to  be  somewhat  under  the 
1962-63  crop  of  38*000  tons.    Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1962  increased  to 
18,765  tons  from  11,696  tons  in  1961,  while  exports  of  chocolate  fell  from 
10, 398  tons  to  6, 597  tons .    Shipments  of  cocoa  beans  during  the  first  6  months 
of  1963  were  15,906  tons,  against  10,004  tons  for  the  same  period  the  previous 
year. 

A  larger  crop  is  indicated  in  Jamaica  this  season.    The  area  in  cocoa  is  about 
27,000  acres,  compared  with  only  12,000  acres  in  1957*  and  through  the  Cocoa 
Expansion  Scheme  it  is  planned  to  have  a  total  of  62,000  acres  under  culti- 
vation by  1967.    Exports  of  raw  cocoa  during  1962  totaled  2,231  tons,  over 
half  going  to  EEC  (Common  Market)  countries,  and  most  of  the  balance  to  the 
United  States. 

Mexican  production  during  the  1962-63  season  reached  a  record  level  of  26,000 
tons.    It  was  earlier  indicated  that  the  1963-64  crop  would  reach  28,000  tons, 
but  because  of  recent  heavy  rainfall  and  flooding  in  the  cocoa  areas  of 
Tabasco  and  Chiapas,  it  is  doubtful  that  production  will  attain  the  1962-63 
level.    Black  pod- rot  is  quite  prevalent  this  season  and  is  causing  significant 
losses. 

Domestic  consumption  of  cocoa  in  Mexico  amounts  to  about  10,000  tons  per  annum, 
mainly  in  the  form  of  table  chocolate  and  chocolate  candies.    Most  of  the  crop 
is  unfermented,  although  fermented  beans  are  preferred  by  local  manufacturers 
because  of  their  higher  cocoa  butter  content.    Cooperatives  are  encouraging 
fermentation,  but  because  of  old  habits,  and  lack  of  knowledge  of  proper  pro- 
cedures, most  of  the  crop  still  remains  unfermented.    Exports  of  12,066  tons 
during  1962  were  more  than  double  those  of  the  previous  year,  as  higher  pro- 
duction levels  make  more  cocoa  available  for  foreign  markets. 

The  crop  in  Trinidad  and  Tobago  is  expected  to  approximate  that  of  the  previous 
season.    Although  a  few  estates  have  recuperated  from  the  past  drought,  some 
plantations  have  lost  up  to  20  percent  of  their  trees.    The  cocoa  crop  on 
Tobago  was  seriously  reduced  by  Hurricane  Flora,  but  production  here  is  rather 
small.    The  government  is  endeavoring  to  boost  production  by  granting  subsidies 
to  growers  for  replanting. 
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South  America:    South  American  production  is  expected  to  "be  slightly  higher 

this  year  with  moderate  increases  indicated  for  Brazil, 
Colombia,  Ecuador,  and  Peru. 

Dry  weather  in  Brazil  during  September  and  October  has  reduced  prospects  from 
those  expected  earlier  in  the  season.    Rains  in  the  cocoa  areas  during  July 
and  August  were  good,  but  cool  weather  during  that  time  was  favorable  for 
pod-rot  development.    The  plantations  have  yet  to  recover  from  the  prolonged 
drought  of  a  few  years  ago,  and  with  unusually  dry  weather  during  recent 
months  the  main  crop  is  not  expected  to  exceed  last  year's  level  of  906,000 
bags  (5^,400  tons). 

Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  January- June  1963  amounted  to  only  20,799  tons, 
compared  with  29,^36  tons  for  the  same  period  the  previous  year.  Major 
destinations  of  the  6-month  1963  shipments  were:  the  United  States  11, 35^  tons 
Argentina  2,821  tons;  Netherlands  2,198  tons;  Romania  1,188  tons;  Czecho- 
slovakia 1,1^9  tons;  West  Germany  832  tons;  and  Hungary  500  tons. 

A  continued  upward  trend  in  production  is  forecast  for  Colombia  as  more  new 
trees  come  into  bearing.    Despite  increased  output,  imports  of  cocoa  beans 
are  still  necessary  to  fulfill  domestic  requirements. 


Cocoa  Beans:    Imports  into  Colombia  by  country  of  origin, 
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Production  in  Ecuador  is  expected  to  be  larger  than  the  1962-63  crop  of  40,000 
tons.    Replanting  of  areas  with  new  varieties  resistant  to  witches'  broom  dis- 
ease is  largely  responsible  for  the  higher  level  of  production.    Exports  of 
31,529  tons  during  1962  went  mainly  to  the  United  States  and  EEC  countries, 
with  most  of  the  balance  going  to  Colombia  and  Japan. 


^^The  continued  upward  trend  of  production  in  Peru  is  expected  to  reach  a 

plateau  in  the  near  future  due  to  lack  of  sufficient  new  plantings.  Domestic 
consumption  amounted  to  about  5,500  tons  this  year,  and  a  10  percent  increase 
is  forecast  in  1964.    Local  chocolate  factories  are  planning  to  expand  their 
capacity,  using  Italian  machinery. 

Production  in  Venezuela  is  expected  to  approximate  that  of  the  previous  season. 
Increased  output  of  any  significance  is  not  anticipated,  as  there  has  been 
little  or  no  expansion  in  acreage  and  renovation  of  old  plantations  has  also 
been  slow.    Exports  during  1962  amounted  to  10,776  tons,  up  from  the  previous 
year's  total  of  9,732  tons.    Most  of  the  shipments  were  to  the  United  States 
and  Common  Market  countries. 

Africa:    African  countries  produce  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  world's  cocoa 

crop.    Production  this  season  is  estimated  at  815,600  tons,  down 
38,100  tons  from  the  1962-63  outturn. 

Production  in  Cameroon  is  expected  to  approximate  the  1962-63  harvest  of 
76,500  tons.    The  producing  areas  of  East  Cameroon  are  divided  into  6  market- 
ing regions,  each  with  20  purchasing  centers.    By  1964,  these  cooperatives 
plan  to  sell  directly  to  exporters.    In  West  Cameroon,  the  marketing  board 
continues  in  operation,  but  its  functions  are  to  be  gradually  assumed  by  the 
National  Bureau.    Producer  prices  this  season  are  set  at  13.8  cents  per  pound 
for  Grade  I  cocoa,  1  cent  above  last  season's  level. 

The  area  in  cocoa  has  increased  form  492,000  acres  in  1956  to  800,000  acres  in 
1962.    About  680,000  acres  consist  entirely  of  cocoa,  the  remaining  120,000 
are  interplanted  with  other  crops.    Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1962  amount- 
ed to  59>938  tons  and  cocoa  butter  shipments,  3*657  tons.    Most  of  the  exports 
go  the  EEC  countries. 

The  1962-63  harvest  in  Fernando  Po  was  a  record,  and  a  good  outturn  is  antici- 
pated this  season.    Exports  during  1962,  mostly  to  Spain,  totaled  26,883  tons 
and  exports  from  Rio  Muni  were  2,977  tons. 

Ghana ' s  crop  is  forecast  at  405,000  tons,  down  from  last  season's  outturn 
because  of  unusually  heavy  rainfall  in  producing  areas.    The  main  crop  this 
year  may  reach  380,000  tons,  slightly  below  the  1962-63  main  crop  of  388,000 
tons.    The  1963-64  season  officially  opened  September  6,  several  weeks  earlier 
than  usual.    Producer  prices  of  12.6  cents  per  pound  for  Grade  I  cocoa,  are 
being  held  at  last  year's  level.    The  long-range  outlook  for  Ghanaian  pro- 
duction has  been  complicated  by  reports  of  spray  resistant  capsids  and  by  the 
threat  of  new  outbreaks  of  swollen  shoot. 

The  Ghana  Marketing  Board  has  set  up  a  statistical  department  to  provide  more 
information  and  greater  accuracy  in  forecast  of  cocoa  production  and  better 
estimates  of  crops  actually  harvested.    This  is  to  be  accomplished  by  a  country- 
wide survey  to  plot  main  and  mid-crop  production  in  each  district,  zone,  and 
region.    In  the  past,  only  spot  checks  have  been  used  as  a  forecasting  technique. 
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The  government  is  seeking  greater  influence  over  the  cocoa  market  through  the  ^ 
establishment  of  improved  storage  and  handling  facilities  and  local  processing 
industries.     The  completion  of  two  additional  storage  sheds  at  Tema  will  in- 
crease storage  capacity  at  that  port  to  nearly  60,000  tons.    Ghana's  Seven- 
Year  Plan  calls  for  half  of  the  cocoa  exports  to  be  in  the  form  of  manufactured 
products  by  1970. 

Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1962  amounted  to  a  record  427,960  tons,  ll4,34l 
tons  to  the  United  States  and  150,137  tons  to  the  EEC.    1962  exports  of  cocoa 
butter  totaled  11,767  tons,  compared  with  1,244  tons  in  the  previous  year. 
Cocoa  paste  exports  were  12,853  tons,  nearly  three  times  greater  than  1961. 
Exports  during  the  first  7  months  of  1963  totaled  261,73**-  tons,  compared  with 
339>506  tons  for  the  same  period  in  the  previous  year.    Exports  to  the  Sino- 
Soviet  Bloc  totaled  56, 374  tons  in  the  January- July  1963  period,  exceeding 
total  1962  shipments  of  51,729  tons. 

The  1963-6^  crop  in  the  Ivory  Coast  is  expected  to  be  somewhat  below  last 
season's  record  harvest  of  102,000  tons.    Producer  prices  will  again  be  12.8 
cents  per  pound,  except  that  it  will  be  paid  at  the  point  of  production 
instead  of  at  Abidjan.     This  will  result  in  an  average  increase  of  1  to  2 
cents  per  pound  to  the  farmers,  as  previously  the  costs  of  internal  trans- 
portation, handling,  storage,  and  insurance  were  deducted  from  the  fixed 
minimum. 

Exports  of  cocoa  during  1962  of  101,018  tons,  was  substantially  above  preced- 
ing years.    EEC  countries  took  57  percent,  and  the  United  States  35  percent  of 
the  total.    Exports  of  98,567  tons  during  the  October  1962  -  September  1963 
period  to  major  destinations  were:  France  31*883  tons;  United  States  31> 444 
tons;  the  Netherlands  17,882  tons;  West  Germany  8,l42  tons;  Italy  4,153  tons; 
and  Belgium  1,13^  tons. 

Nigerian  production  will  be  near  last  year's  level,  as  dace  again  pod- rot  has 
caused  significant  losses.    Producer  prices  for  Grade  I  cocoa  have  been  in- 
creased from  13.12  cents  per  pound  last  season  to  13*75  cents.    The  govern- 
ment continues  to  subsidize  farmers  of  the  Western  Region  for  purchases  of 
spray  on  a  50-50  basis.    The  government  is  directly  paying  dealers  half  the 
price  of  the  chemicals,  the  other  portion  to  be  paid  by  the  farmers. 

The  Western  Marketing  Board  plans  to  construct  cocoa  storage  facilities  near 
the  port  of  Lagos.    The  project  will  cost  approximately  $5 «6  million,  and 
when  completed  will  provide  modern  facilities  for  the  handling,  storage,  and 
fumigation  of  90,000  tons  of  cocoa. 

Cocoa  exports  during  1962  amounted  to  a  record  197,763  tons,  125,174  tons  of 
which  were  destined  for  Western  European  ports.    The  United  States  was  the 
largest  single  importer,  taking  63,053  tons,  with  47,996  tons  going  to  the 
United  Kingdom.    EEC's  share  was  74,232  tons,  compared  with  62,378  tons  the 
previous  year. 
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Asia  and  Oceania:    Production  in  Asia  and  Oceania  is  estimated  at  28,500  tons, 

considerably  above  the  1955-59  average  of  14,400  tons. 
Increased  output  in  New  Guinea  and  Papua  is  primarily  responsible  for  the 
rapid  rise  in  production  from  this  area. 

The  crop  in  New  Guinea  and  Papua  is  estimated  at  17,000  tons,  compared  with 
14,000  tons  in  1962 -63,  and  output  is  expected  to  reach  30,000  tons  by 
1966-67. 

Little  change  in  production  for  the  Philippines  is  expected  in  1963-64.  Im- 
ports of  cocoa  beans  during  1962  amounted  to  3>650  tons,  compared  with  1,563 
tons  in  1961.  Major  suppliers  of  the  1962  imports  were:  Mexico  2,759  tons; 
Ceylon  437  tons;  and  Ghana  346  tons. 

Major  Importing  Countries 

World  imports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1962  reached  the  record  level  of  1,025,413 
tons.  Western  Europe  was  the  largest  market,  with  557,307  tons.  EEC  countries 
alone  accounted  for  361,088  tons  or  35  percent  of  the  world  total. 

Consumption  has  risen  rapidly  in  West  Germany,  making  it  the  world's  second 
largest  importer  of  cocoa  beans.    Imports  of  136,980  tons  during  1962,  were 
9  percent  above  the  previous  year  and  significantly  higher  than  the  1955-59 
average  of  9^>880  tons.    The  Netherlands  imports  large  quantities  of  cocoa 
beans,  but  a  significant  portion  is  reexported  in  the  form  of  cocoa  products 
and  chocolate  candies.    Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  1962  totaled 
114,9^5  tons,  compared  with  92,989  tons  in  I96I.    Ghana  and  Nigeria  supply 
most  all  of  the  United  Kingdom  requirements. 

Imports  into  the  USSR  during  1962  of  48,700  tons  were  more  than  double  those 
of  the  previous  year,  but  still  below  i960  imports  of  58,100  tons.    Demand  in 
Japan  has  risen  sharply  with  imports  in  1962,  totaling  23,471  tons,  compared 
with  15,594  tons  in  1961  and  9,620  tons  during  i960.    Consumption  in  1963  will 
probably  be  near  27,000  tons. 

Imports  of  cocoa  beans  into  the  United  States,  the  world's  largest  consumer, 
during  January- September  1963  totaled  231,370  tons,  down  slightly  from  1962 
imports  of  253*429  tons  for  the  same  period.    Grindings  of  cocoa  beans  during 
the  third  quarter  of  1963  amounted  to  135*4  million  pounds,  bringing  the 
January- September  total  to  428.9  million.    Last  year,  grindings  were  131.2 
million  pounds  in  the  third  quarter,  409*7  million  in  the  9-month  period,  and 
561.9  million  for  the  whole  year.    Imports  of  cocoa  beans  from  Latin  America 
will  be  higher  this  year  mainly  as  a  result  of  larger  purchases  from  Brazil, 
Dominican  Republic,  and  Mexico.    African  imports  will  be  down  because  of 
smaller  shipments  from  Ghana  and  Nigeria.
